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ENTRIES  AND  MARKETINGS  OF  SUGAR  IN 
CONTINENTAL  UNITED  STATES  FROM  ALL  AREAS 
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MARKET  REVIEW 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  through  June  17,  1961, 
totaled  4,084,000  tons  or  202,000  tons  more  than  for  the  same  period 
last  year.  Aided  by  the  announcement  of  price  increases  effective  at 
the  end  of  May  1961,  deliveries  during  that  month  were  182,000  tons 
above  those  for  the  same  month  last  year.  In  I960  a  similar  move  in 
June  helped  deliveries  to  exceed  2  million  tons  in  June  and  July,  the 
highest  bi-monthly  total  recorded  to  date.  Barring  unforeseen  devel- 
opments, the  lead  of  deliveries  in  1961  over  those  in  I960  is  likely  to 
shrink  in  the  next  few  weeks  and  most  of  the  decrease  will  apply  to 
refiners'  deliveries. 

Refiners'  deliveries  through  May  1961  were  144,000  tons  above  those 
of  last  year. By  June  17,  1961  the  increase  had  shrunk  to  78,000  tons. 
During  the  period  June  18-30,  I960  refiners  delivered  the  very  large 
total  of  351,000  tons  of  sugar. 

With  maritime  unions  on  strike  against  U.  S.  flag  ship  owners  since 
midnight  June  15,  the  shipment  of  Puerto  Rican  and  Hawaiian  sugars 
were  suspended  pending  negotiation  of  a  settlement.  With  a  relatively 
high  level  of  stocks  and  substantial  supplies  of  sugar  scheduled  to  ar- 
rive in  foreign  vessels,  refiners  exhibited  no  immediate  concern. 
There  was  little  activity  in  the  raw  market  pending  clarification  of  the 
situation  created  by  the  strike. 

At  the  end  of  May  1961  refiners  had  391,000  tons  of  raw  sugar  in  stock 
and  283,000  tons  of  refined  sugar,  a  total  of  674,000  tons,  raw  value. 
On  June  17  refiners'  raw  stocks  were  394,000  tons  of  raw  sugar  and 
295,  000  tons  of  refined  sugar,  a  total  of  692 ,  000  tons  .  During  the  years 
1955-59  refiners  '  raw  sugar  stocks  at  the  end  of  May  averaged  322 ,  000 
tons  and  refined  sugar  stocks  averaged  304,000  tons  or  a  total  of 
626,000  tons.  At  the  end  of  May  last  year,  refiners'  stocks  were  at  an 
abnormally  high  level  because  of  uncertainty  regarding  future  sugar 
legislation  that  was  then  being  considered. 

Since  June  1  when  an  additional  1,009,  120  tons  of  sugar  were  author- 
ized for  purchase  and  importation,  raw  sugar  prices  have  gradually 
declined  from  6.55  cents  per  pound  duty  paid  New  York  to  6.45  cents 
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price  on  June  22.  As  of  that  date,  list  prices  of  refined  sugar  remained 
at  the  same  levels  that  prevailed  at  the  end  of  May  and  published  in 
Sugar  Reports  for  that  month.  However,  a  price  increase  of  0.15  cent 
per  pound  has  been  announced  to  be  effective  at  the  close  of  business 
June  23  for  the  California,  Arizona,  Nevada  portion  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  territory.  The  list  price  for  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  would  ad- 
vance to  8.9  5  cents  per  pound  with  a  0.15  cent  day  to  day  allowance 
continuing  to  be  made.  Originally  this  price  increase  was  to  have  been 
for  the  entire  Pacific  Coast    territory  but  it  was  partially  rescinded. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  mills  had  ground  10  ,  194,  000  tons  of  cane  and  pro- 
duced the  equivalent  of  1,040,000  tons  of  raw  sugars,  96°  basis  as  of 
June  18.  Seventeen  of  the  29  raw  sugar  mills  were  still  grinding  and 
sugar  recoveries  were  holding  up  well  for  this  time  of  the  year.  The 
previous  year's  total  crop  had  amounted  to  1,006,000  tons  96°  basis 
(1,019,000  tons,  raw  value).  Production  last  year  to  June  18  totaled 
974,000  tons  96°  basis. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  through  June  17,  1961  totaled  501,000  tons, 
raw  value,  16  percent,  or  68,000  tons  above  production  for  a  compa- 
rable period  in  I960.  For  the  week  ended  June  17  production  was  20 
percent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  I960  week  but  for  other  re- 
cent weeks  the  1961  rates  have  been  about  7  percent  above  those  for 
the  same  weeks  last  year.  The  I960  crop  year  production  for  Hawaii 
totaled  9  36,000  tons,  raw  value. 

Production  of  1961  crop  sugar  in  the  Virgin  Islands  totaled  16  ,  639  tons, 
raw  value,  the  highest  production  of  record,  and  almost  10,000  tons 
higher  than  the  I960  crop  production. 

A  chart  on  page  2  summarizes  at  a  glance  the  changing  pattern  of  our 
sugar  supply  sources  since  19  00. 

The  International  Sugar  Council  at  its  May  30,  1961  session  in  London 
modified  its  definition  of  the  price  of  sugar  in  connection  with  the  op- 
eration of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement .  Earlier  the  arithmetical 
average  of  the  spot  price  under  the  new  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  Contract  No.  8  and  of  the  London  Daily  Price  had  been  a- 
dopted  but  the  two  prices  (rolled  back  to  Cuba)  tended  to  move  apart, 
the  London  price  usually  being  the  lower.  During  the  latter  part  of  May, 
a  typical  discrepancy  of  10  points  (.10  cent  per  pound)  had  developed 
and  on  2  days  the  discrepancy  was  12  and  15  points.  In  view  of  this, 
the  Council  redefined  the  price  of  sugar  as  the  lesser  of  (1)  the  arith- 
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metical  average  of  the  New  York  Spot  and  London  Daily  Prices  or  (2) 
the  lower  of  these  two  prices  plus  3  points. 

The  Council  took  no  action  regarding  quotas  and  continued  the  policy  of 
not  reallocating  deficits.lt  revised  its  estimate  of  net  free  market 
import  requirements  to  8,510,000  metric  tons.  Such  requirements 
were  determined  to  be  in  statistical  balance  with  supplies  allowing  for 
basic  quotas,  other  permissible  member  exports,  and  probable  non- 
member  exports,  on  the  one  hand,  and  probable  unallocated  deficits 
on  the  other . 

The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Department  just  released  its 
semi-annual  statistics  on  world  sugar  production.  World  centrifugal 
sugar  production  during  1960-61  is  shown  at  60.9  million  short  tons, 
raw  value,  up  7.3  million  tons  (13.7  percent)  over  the  preceding  year. 
Aworld  beet  sugar  production  increase  of  5.4million  tons  (25  percent) 
reflects  a  record  output  following  the  poor  European  beet  crop  of  1959; 
but  even  compared  with  1958-59,  the  1960-61  beet  sugar  output  shows 
a  4.0  million  ton  (17  percent)  increase. 

A  two  and  one  half -fold  production  increase  over  1959-60  took  place  in 
France;  it  accounts  for  1.8  million  tons  or  one-fourth  of  the  world 
sugar  production  increase.  Elsewhere  in  Western  Europe,  beet  sugar 
production  showed  a  net  increase  of  1  million  tons,  while  the  Soviet 
Union  and  the  East  European  satellites  raised  their  beet  sugar  pro- 
duction by  1.0  and  1.2  million  tons,  respectively. 

World  cane  sugar  production,  by  contrast,  rose  by  only  1.9  million 
tons  (6  percent).  This  rise  was  largely  concentrated  in  Cuba  whose 
output  was  estimated  at  7,  150  thousand  tons,  up  700,000  tons  from  last 
year,  in  India  (up  almost  600,000  tons)  and  to  a  smaller  degree  in 
Brazil  (265,000  tons)  and  in  the  offshore  areas  of  the  United  States 
(200,000  tons).  In  1960-61,  beet  sugar  production  accounts  for  44.4 
percent  of  total  world  centrifugal  sugar  production  compared  to  only 
40.3  percent  in  1959-60  and  42.5  percent  in  1958-59. 
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SUGAR  DISAPPEARANCE  IN  I960

This  is  the  fifth  annual  analysis  in  Sugar  Reports  of  the  supply  and 
disposition  of  sugar  in  the  continental  United  States.  (For  earlier  a- 
nalyses  see  Sugar  Reports  Nos  .  62,  74,  86  and  98,  June  1957,  1958, 
1959  and  I960).  The  purpose  is  to  blend  together  all  of  the  varied 
series  of  data  bearing  on  sugar  disposition  in  the  continental  United 
States,  balance  them  out  with  the  more  complete  data  on  supplies  and 
deduce  the  best  estimate  we  can  of  the  "disappearance"  of  sugar  into 
various  uses  and  through  various  channels  of  distribution.  It  is  rec- 
ognized, of  course,  that  "disappearance"  may  differ  considerably 
from  the  more  familiar  data  on  "deliveries"  or  "distribution"  by  pri- 
mary distributors.  The  approach  and  method  used  are  the  same  as 
those  of  the  earlier  analyses,  as  detailed  in  Sugar  Reports  No.  62. 

The  major  breakdown  of  both  supplies  and  disposition  for  each  of  the 
years  1952-60  is  shown  in  Table  1.  The  I960  domestic  "disappearance" 
of  quota  sugar  (excluding  imported  liquid  sugar),  rose  by  253,000  tons 
over  1959  to  reach  a  record  total  of  9,390,000  tons.  This  increase 
compares  with  the  more  publicized  figures  concerning  deliveries  by 
primary  distributors  which  rose  by  80,000  tons.  Stocks  held  by  in- 
dustrial users,  wholesalers,  and  retailers  were  4,000  tons  higher  and 
constructive  deliveries  as  of  the  end  of  the  year  of  3,000  tons  were 
133,000  tons  less  than  at  the  start  of  the  year. 

Of  particular  note  in  this  I960  end-use  sugar  story  were  the  following: 

1.  Constructive  deliveries,  a  feature  of  the  market,  particularly  for 
beet  sugar  in  recent  years,  were  negligible  for  the  first  time  since 
1953. 

2.  Post-war  record  high  primary  distributor  stocks,  2,327,000  tons, 
about  320,000  tons  above  1959  year-end  stocks.

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3.  Smaller  inventories  for  most  groups  of  industrial  sugar  users  as 
contrasted  with  increased  sugar  consumption,  reflecting  the  trend  to- 
ward receipts  in  bulk  and  quicker  turnover  in  user  sugar  stocks. 

4.  Further  decrease  in  volume  of  sugar  moving  through  wholesalers 
to  manufacturers  of  sugar  containing  products  in  contrast  with  in- 
creased deliveries  by  wholesalers  to  hotels,  restaurants  and  insti- 
tutions .

7.  A  slight  increase  in  I960  per  capita  sugar  disappearance  versus  a 
slight  decrease  per  capita  in  direct  deliveries  reported  by  primary  , 
distributors.       This  oddity  stems  from  receipts  by  users  in  I960  of 
133,000  tons  of  sugar  reported  as  constructively   delivered  in  the 
closing  days  of  1959. 

The  increase  for  household  use  was  about  half  again  as  large  as  the 
decrease  from  1958  to  1959  (Table  1).  For  industrial  use,  the  increase 
in  disappearance  was  about  one-eighth  larger  than  the  increase  from 
1958  to  1959  but  for  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  the  increase 
was  smaller.  The  decreasing  movement  of  sugar  through  wholesalers  , 
evident  for  several  years,  appears  to  have  been  due  entirely  in  I960 
to  decreased  deliveries  through  this  channel  for  industrial  uses.  This 
decrease  was  130,000  tons  in  spite  of  an  increase  of  149,000  tons  in 
industrial  use  requirements.  The  movement  through  wholesale  facil- 
ities for  household  use  was  about  the  same  in  I960  as  in  1959  and  for 
hotel,  restaurant  and  institutional  uses,  slightly  larger. 

The  changing  pattern  of  sugar  disappearance  is  developed  more  fully 
on  three  bases  in  Tables  2,  3,  and  4  in  aggregates  and  departures  from 
trend,  in  terms  of  pounds  per  capita,  and  in  percentage  distribution  of 
totals  among  industrial  types  of  use.

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I960  Disappearance  in  Relation  to  1952-1959  Trends  (Table  2) 

Trends  based  on  the  use  or  receipts  of  sugar  during  1952-59  have  been 
projected  through  I960.  Prior  to  1959  a  1950-57  base  had  been  used. 
The  reasons  for  changing  the  base  to  the  more  recent  period  in  the 
analysis  last  year  are  described  in  Sugar  Reports  No .  98  for  June  I960  . 
As  additional  data  become  available,  it  may  be  found  desirable  to  again 
update  the  base  but  this  does  not  appear  necessary  for  the  present. 

Nationally,  I960  domestic  disappearance  of  sugar  for  all  uses,  for 
industrial,  and  for  household  uses  were  fractionally  more  than  one 
percentage  point  above  their  respective  trends;  for  hotels,  restaurants 
and  institutions,  disappearance  was  fractionally  below  trend .  The  var- 
iations among  the  individual  industrial  groups  naturally  were  larger 
than  for  the  total  but  departures  from  their  respective  trends  were 
smaller  in  I960  than  in  1959,  except  for  confectionery  and  related 
products  for  which  the  departure  was  2 .  7  percentage  points  above  after 
being  about  on  trend  in  19  59.  Sugar  used  for  beverages,  after  being 
3.4  above  in  1959,  moved  to  within  2.1  percentage  points  of  the  trend 
in  I960  and  for  baked  goods  after  being  3.6  below  trend  in  1959  moved 
to  within  1 .  3  percentage  points  below  trend  in  I960.  For  ice  cream  and 
dairy  products  and  for  bottled  and  frozen  foods,  sugar  uses  were  only 
a  fractional  percentage  point  above  trend  in  I960.  This  was  about  the 
same  (0.5  percentage  point  above  trend)  as  the  1959  trend  relationship 
for  ice  cream,  but  for  canned,  bottled  and  frozen  foods  it  was  one  full 
percentage  point  from  the  1.7  above  trend  in  1959.  _ 

Per  Capita  Sugar  Use  (Table  3) 

Increased  sugar  disappearance  in  I960  over  1959  exceeded  population 
growth  by  about  1  pound  per  capita,  approximately  two -thirds  of  which 
was  due  to  increased  industrial  uses  .  For  household  use,  disappearance 
increased  by  0 .  3  pound,  and  for  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions 
per  capita  disappearance  in  I960  was  unchanged  from  1959.  In  relation 
to  the  1952-59  average,  disappearance  for  industrial  uses  was  up  by 
1.2  pounds,  and  for  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  it  was  up  0 .  3 
pound,  but  for  household  use  disappearance  was  down  0.3  pound. 

Among  industrial  uses,  for  the  three  largest  sugar  user  groups  (baked 
goods,  beverages  and  confectionery)  increased  disappearance  in  I960 
over  1959  ranged  from  0.2  to  0.5  pound.  For  the  three  other  specified

1959.  As  compared  with  the  1952-59  average ,  I960  per  capita  dis- 
appearance was  higher  for  each  specified  industrial  group,  except  for 
non-foods  which  remained  unchanged ,  with  disappearance  for  beverages 
gaining  the  most,  2.1  pounds. 

Proportionate  Use  of  Industrial  Sugar  by  Groups  (Table  4) 

Baked  goods  and  beverages  remained  by  far  the  largest  sugar  using 
industrial  groups,  28.1  and  27.5  percent,  respectively,  of  the  indus- 
trial total  in  I960.  Each  had  been  27  .  5  in  1959 .  These  were  gains  for 
both  in  relation  to  1952-59  averages  which  stand  at  27.9  percentfor 
baked  goods  and  at  24 .  3  percent  for  beverages.  For  the  other  specified 
industrial  groups  ,  the  changes  in  relative  importanc e  from  1959  to  I960 
were  either  smaller  or  non-existent. 


1/  After  determining  the  estimated  use  of  sugar  by  major  groups  as 
detailed  in  Sugar  Reports  No .  62,  June  1957,  the  quantity  of  sugar  used 
by  specified  industrial  sub-groups  is  estimated,  taking  one  sub-group 
at  a  time.  In  estimating  the  approximate  use  of  sugar  for  each  specified 
sub-group,  consideration  is  given  to  the  following  sources:  (1)  direct 
deliveries  of  sugar  reported  by  primary  distributors  by  types  of  buyers; 
(2)  Estimates  by  the  Census  Bureau  in  its  annual  survey  for  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  of  sugar  receipts  and  stocks  of  industrial 
establishments;  (3)  reports  by  industrial  sugar  user  groups;  and  (4) 
other  applicable  information.  The  difference  between  the  industrial 
total  and  the  total  of  the  specified  sub-groups  is  the  amount  which  is 
permitted  to  remain  in  the  "multiple  and  miscellaneous  food"  sub- 
group for  any  given  year.  Thus,  the  latter  sub-group  is  a  residual 
category  and  is  generally  more  subject  than  the  specified  sub-groups 
to  relatively  large  annual  variation.  It  may  be  recalled  that  primary 
distributors  reporting  deliveries  by  types  of  buyers  include  in  the 
multiple  and  miscellaneous  sub-group  quantities  of  sugar  for  which 
specific  category  of  use  is  not  initially  known.

During  May  beet  proc- 
essors' stocks  decreased  by  about  168,000  tons,  refiners'  stocks  by 
84,000  tons,  importers  of  direct-consumption  stocks  by  about  10,000 
tons,  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks  by  about  3,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  through  June  13,  196  1  were  3 ,  128 ,  929  short  tons  , 
raw  value .  In  addition,  1 ,  292 ,  337  tons  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar 
were  authorized  for  entry. 

4.  Regionally,  January-April  sugar  deliveries  this  year,  as  compared 
with  last  year,  were  up_14.7  and  9.6  percent,  respectively,  to  the 
Western  and  North  Central  regions.  Deliveries  were  down  about  4  per- 
cent to  the  New  England  and  Southern  regions,  and  to  the  Middle  At- 
lantic region  they  were  down  less  than  1  percent. 

5.  First  quarter  1961  sugar  deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  were  up  9  .  6 
percent  from  first  quarter  I960  and  to  non-industrial  buyers  2.8~per- 
cent.  Deliveries  to  each  specified  type  of  buyer  group  increased,  ex- 
cept to  manufacturers  of  non-food  products.  Total  domestic  shipments 
of  corn  sweeteners  increased  by  1 . 9  percent.
